]>e  it  enactod  by  tlie  Governor,  tlio  Legislative  Conneil 
and  House  of  A.s.senil)ly,  in  Legislative  Session  convened,  as 
follows : — 


1.— This  Act  shall  lie  known  and  cited  as  the  New- 
foundland Medical  Act.” 


2.  — As  soon  as  conveniently  niiiy  be  after  [las-Siige  of 
this  Act,  and  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  pre- 
sent year,  the  Governor  in  Gonncil  shall  aiipoint  three,  the 
St.  John’s  Medical  Society  two,  find  the  Conception  Hay 
jMedical  Society  two,  regularly  rpuilified  medical  practi- 
tioners of  not  less  than  five  years’  standing,  who,  together, 
shall  be  a Board,  whereof  any  five  shall  be  a rpiornm, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  jirovisions  of  this  Act, 
which  Board  shall  be  known  as  the  “Newfoundland  IMedical 
Board.” 

3.  — The  duties,  powers  and  functions  of  this  Bojird  shall 
relate  to  the  nuiking  find  enforcing  of  measures  necessiiry  for 
the  regulation  and  practice  of  medicine,  and  the  protection 
find  preservation  of  life  and  hetilth  in  this  Colony  as  herein- 
after provided. 

4.  — Every  vacancy  in  such  Board,  whether  caused  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  office  or  otherwi.se,  shall  be 
filled  up  by  the  body  or  authority  who  shall  have  nominated 
and  appointed  the  jierson  or  persems  cau.sing  such  vacancy, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possilile ; so  that,  as  far  as  practicable, 
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the  Board  shall  always  consist  of  seven  members,  three  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  in  Council,  two  by  the  St.  John’s 
Medical  Society,  and  two  by  the  Conception  Bay  Medical 
Society.  In  cnse  of  the  dissolution  of  either  Society,  or  their 
neglect,  or  rcfu-sal  to  fill  up  a vactincy,  which  they  are  em- 
powered and  directed  by  this  section  to  supply,  within  three 
months  after  such  vacancy  shall  have  been  caused,  the 
remaining  members  of  the  Newfoundland  Medictil  Board 
shall  nominate  and  appcnnt  a properly  qualified  person  or 
persons  to  fill  such  vacancy,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  St. 
John’s  and  Conception  Bay  Medical  Societies.  In  ense  of  a 
similar  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Governor  in 
Council,  the  Board  shall  have  and  exercise  the  like  power. 
I’rovided  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  appointed 
to  such  Board  who  shall  not  have  the  qnalificiitions  prescribed 
in  .section  two  of  this  Act. 


6 — Ihe  Newfoundland  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a Meeting  of  Board

meeting  in  St.  John  s every  year,  at  which  annual  meeting  of  business 

they  shall  liave  power  to  appoint  examiners,  fix  the  times  of 
examinations,  and  transact  all  Imsiness  arising  out  of  this 
chapter ; and  any  such  meeting  may  be  continued  by  adjourn- 
ment from  day  to  day  until  the  business  before  the  Board 
shall  be  finislied;  Init  no  such  meeting  shall  be  so  continued 
by  adjournment  beyond  the  Saturday  of  the  week  in  which 
the  .sitting  shall  commence.  The.  Board  shall  also  have  power 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may 
be  necessary,  at  which  meetings  they  shall  have  the.  powers 
and  duties  herein  conferred  and  imposed  upon  the  Board  at 
the  annual  meetings. 


6. — The  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the.  members  Bntic.s  of 
of  the  Board,  and  it  .shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  all  the  meet- ^^* '^*'**’^*' ’ 
ings  of  the  Board  and  keep  a faithful  and  correct  account  of 
all  proceedings.

residence,  titles,  diplomas  and  qualifications  as  conferred  by 
any  College  or  body  with  tlie  date  according  to  the  snl»j(jined 
Schedule  A. 


Resjietting  “The^^  9. — Such  licgistcr  shall  be  ciilled  “The  Medical  Kegister,” 

Mei  ical  Register,  co]>y  of  the  .same  shall  be  2)rimn  facie  evidence  in  all 

Courts  of  I^iw,  and  l)efore  all  .rustices  of  tlie  Peace,  and 
others,  that  the  ]iersons  therein  specified  are  regi.stered  ac- 
cording to  the  provi.sions  of  this  Act,  and  the  ab.sence  of  the 
name  of  any  person  from  such  register  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  such  person  is  not  registered  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.

14.  — No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  such  matricula-  Respecting 
tion  or  preliminary  examination  unless  he  shall  have  at  least  exalliTnaUm^^^

1‘erXr.actiS^^^  sluill  be  entitled  to  practice  medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery 
in  any  part  of  this  Colony,  and  to  demand  and  recover  in 
any  Court  of  Law  reasonable  charges  for  professional  aid  or 
advice,  together  with  the,  cost  of  any  medicine,  or  other 
medical  and  surgical  aiipliaiice  supplied  by  him. 

28. No  person  whose,  name  is  not  registered  under  this 

Act  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  any  fee.s  in  any  Court  of  Law 
for  any  medical  or  surgical  advice,  or  for  any  service  what- 
soever, rendered  in  the  capacity  of  a medical  man , noi  shall 
he  receive  any  payment  of  charges  for  any  medicine  or 
medical  or  surgical  appliances,  which  may  have  been  both 
prescribed  aiul  supplied  by  him  : Provided  always,  that  this 
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clau.se  is  not  intemled  to  interfere  witli  the  practice  of  mid- 
wifery by  competent  females  as  hereinafter  provided. 

29, — Except  as  liereinafter  provided,  if  any  person  not  No  person  not 
registered  or  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  tliis  Act  sliall  sh'ju 
practice  medicine,  surgery  or  midwifery  for  hire,  gain,  help 
or  reward,  or  wilfully  and  falsely  pretend  to  be  a physician, 
doctor  of  medicine,  surgeon  or  general  i)ractitioner,  or  hike 
or  use  any  name,  title,  addition,  description,  implying  or 
calculating  to  deceive  or  lead  the  public  to  infer  that  he  is 
registered  under  this  Act,  or  who  proposes  by  public  adver- 
tisement, card,  circular  or  otherwise  to  practice  medicine, 
surgery  or  midwifery  in  this  Colony,  or  to  give  advice  therein 
or  in  anywise  lead  people  to  infer  that  he  is  (pialified  to 
practice  medicine,  surgery  or  midwifery,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  tw’enty  dollars  for  each  day  that  he  so  prac- 
tices or  leads  people  to  infer  that  he  is  practicing,  or  shall 
suffer  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve  montlrs.  The
